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New Brockton council accepts county’s offer to help on road repair

New Brockton's meeting of the 
town council lasted less than an hour 
Monday evening and consisted most- 
ly of routine matters. 

However, one haunting question 
did come up at the meeting - Byrd 
Mill Road. Bape at least for the 
present, the problem has been 
solved, 

After a brief discussion of the 
matter, the council agreed to accept 
the Coffee County Commission’s 
proposal and ask them to grade the 
road, 

At the last meeting of the county 
commission, commissioners agreed 
to “blade” the road, providing they 
were requested to do so by the New 
Brockton Town Council. This is to 
be a one-shot deal. 

In the council’s motion concern- 
ing the road, it was stated. “The 


council is not placing the responsi- 
bility for the upkeep of the road on 
the county, and the town is not ac- 
cepting any responsibility for the up- 
keep of the road, pending the out- 
come of an opinion request from the 
State of Alabama Attorney General’s 
Office.” 

Tuesday morning, a letter, signed 
by Robert Miles, mayor pro tem, 
was sent to the commission request- 
ing that the work be done on the 
road. 

It also stated that the motion was 
made by the council in attempt to se- 
cure the safety of Byrd Mill Road 
residents and all other persons who 
might have reason to travel the road. 

Assistant Coffee County EMA 
Director Terry Wilkins addressed the 
council concerning the agency’s ef- 
fort to obtain E(Enhanced)-911 for 
all of Coffee County. Presently, only 
the City of Enterprise has E-911. 


Wilkins explained to the mem- 
bers of the council the benefits of the 
system and what is required to install 
it throughout the remainder of the 
county. 

First, the citizens of the county 
have to vote on whether or not the 
want the system. A proposal, wit 
the support of the municipalities 
within the county, to get the issue 
before the voters is presently before 
the county commission. 

The estimated cost of the system 
to each resident of the county would 
be .78¢ added to their monthly 
phone bill. This would pay for the E- 
911 equipment and its installation. 

The New Brockton Council voted 
unanimously to give its support to 
the implementing of E-911 for all of 
the county. 

Police Chief Charles Driggers re- 
ported the department’s activities for

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Alabama State Troopers propose 
new speed limit law to Legislature

Rather than wait on Alabama law- 
makers, the Department of Public 
Safety plans to present its own pro- 
posal to raise limits during the 
current legislative session. 


“If we don’t come up with our to 


own bill, we might get a higher 

limit,” said Col. Gene Mitch- 
ell, Director of the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Safety. 

Since Congress restored the rights 
of the states to set highway speed 
limits, the Legislature has discussed 
raising the speed limit to 75 mph. 

“The department's plan would 
raise the limit to 70 mph along 
interstate highways, 65 mph on other

four-lane roads with divided medi- 
ans, and 55 mph on two-lane roads,” 
Mitchell said. 

Any proposed increase will be 
weighted against the potential for 
increased traffic accidents, injuries 
and fatalities according to the direc- 


f, 

“Our high fatality rates come on 
rural two-lane roads when two vehi- 
cles collide head-on,” said Mitchell. 
“T don’t think this is going to hurt us 
that much, The general taffic flow 
is already running about 70 mph 
now.” 

The current interstate speed limit 
is 65 mph. It is 55 mph on other 

highways, and drops inside city lim- 
its,

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EMA Director enters commission race

Coffee County’s Emergency 
Management Agency director, 
Charles Webb, in a called press con- 
ference Monday moming, an- 
nounced his candidacy for a seat on 
the Coffee County Commission, 

“T am pleased to announce today, 
that I have qualified as a candidate 
for election to the Coffee Couniy 
Commission, District 7,” said Webb. 

He stated that he has been consid- 
ering running for several years, and 
that he and his wife, Gloria, have fi- 
nally decided the time is right to do 
so 


Bill Faulk, a Republican, current- 
ly holds the District 7 seat on the 
commission, and he has announced 
that he will not be seeking re- 
election, 

Webb has qualified to run for the 
office on the Republican ticket. 
Charlene Goolsby, has also qualified 
to run for the District 7 seat as a Re- 
publican, 


The EMA director has asked the 
county’s EMA Board (which con- 
sists of the mayors from Elba, Enter- 
prise, New Brockton, and Kinston, 
and the chairman of the Coffee 
County Commission) that he be 
placed on a leave of absence without 


pay. 

Webb further requested that he be 
allowed to serve as an unpaid volun- 
teer in the EMA. The board ap- 
proved both his requests. 

“IT have the energy, motivation, 
and the time available to give it [ser- 
vice on the county commission] my 
best effort,” said Webb. 

“I believe that I am exceptionall 
well qualified to help lead Coffee 
County into the 21st Century.” He 
said. “I have a lengthy background 
in leadership and management in 
both the military and the private 
non-profit sector, to include being 
responsible for multimillion dollar 
budgets funded by the taxpayer.” 

Webb pledged that when he is 
elected, he will do his best to insure 
that the taxpayers’ funds are utilized 
wisely and efficiently. 

One of Webb’s goals would be to 
foster a close working relationship 
and on-going coordination between 
town, city and county governments, 

“T will be an active commission- 
er,” said Webb. “I do not believe in

“RECD does not compete with 
the efforts of commercial lenders, 
but rather offers a program to sup- 
plement regular credit sources,” he 
said, 

Leveraging with local commer- 
cial lenders is a major part of 
RECD’s program to “stretch” avail- 
able funds, thereby assisting as 
many very low income rural Ala- 
bama families as possible. 

A leveraged loan is a situation 
where an applicant obtains the need- 
ed amount of credit from two sourc- 
es, one of them being RECD, The 
other lender is allowed to take the 
first lien position for an agreed 
amount (typically 30%-70% of the 
total amount loaned) and RECD 
takes a second lien.

“This is a wonderful way to re- 
mind people of the important role 
public health plays in protecting our 
health every single day,” says Ken- 
neth Ball, administrator. “For ¢x- 
ample public health ensures that our 
water is clean, our food supply is 
safe, our homes are safe from toxic 
hazards, and diseases are kept under 
control, 

Environmental Health 

The Department of Public Health 
ensures standards in several environ- 
mental and health related service ar- 
eas to protect the public from injury 
and the spread of disease, These 
health protection activities include 
providing public information, pro- 
fessional training and certification, 
permitting, licensing, inspections, 
complaint investigations and health 
regulation enforcement in several ar- 
cas including food and lodging pro- 
tection, insect and animal nuisances 
that can transmit disease to humans. 
Onsite sewage disposal systems reg- 
ulatory responsibilities cover septic 
tanks for rural/subdivision housing 
and for public facilities. Health De- 
partment environmentalist also han- 
dle calls about bacterial contamina- 
tion and sampling of individual 
residential wells. 

Home Health 

The Coffee County Health De- 
partment Home Health team made 
75,803 visits within the past 12 
months. 

The team provides professional 
health care in the privacy of the 
home, regardless of income. Ser- 
vices are available to anyone who 
has need of it, on an intermittent ba- 
sis, 24 hours per day, 7 days per 
week.

How hard can tennis be to play? Re- 
cently, I found out how tough it is. 

I started taking tennis lessons about a 
month ago. I thought I would learn to hit 
a little and have no problem. Was I ever 
wrong! I learned there are several things 
to concentrate on during the game. 

Foot control is a very important ele- 
ment in tennis. You need to have your 
feet under you in the proper position to 
have a correct stroke. You need to be 
facing sideways to the ball when hitting 
it. You also have to step into the ball as 
you make contact. 

Grip plays a very important role in 
the play of tennis. It is difficult to ex- 
plain the grip, but you have to try to keep 
your thumb on the bottom side of your 
racket.

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loose grip on the racket. Leaving your 
grip loose enables you to change your 
grip for the different strokes.

or to help them lear a specific skill. In- 
formative speeches are generally a sim- 
pler type of speech to write and present, 
utilizing a more natural style and more 
conversational language, Informative 
speeches are based on fact, not emotion 
or opinion. The other category was Ora- 
torical. Oratorical (persuasive) speeches 
are given with the general purpose of in- 
spiring, motivating, or stimulating a cer- 
tain kind of thinking or behavior on the 
part of the audience, Oratory is an emo- 
tional appeal that represents the speak- 
er's personal beliefs about a particular is- 
sue. 

Anna Miller won second place in the 
Informative category at the county con- 
test with the following speech, 

“IT don't believe in child abuse. | 
don’t see how anyone does, Child abuse 
is the willful and unjustifiable act of pain 
and suffering on children. It can be both 
physical and verbal, Child abuse can 
have serious future consequences for the 
victims. Delays in physical growth, im- 
paired language, problems in personality 
and development, learning, and behavior 
are common problems following instanc- 
es of child abuse. 

One of the earliest national laws to 
protect children from cruel treatment 
was adopted in Great Britain in 1884. In 
the United States, the first state to legis- 
late protection for children was in New 
York in 1875, The New York law served 
as a model for other states. 

Child abuse is drastically underre- 
ported. The United States estimates of 
abuse by parents or guardians range from 
about 1 out of 100 children to more than 
1 out of every 7. At least 500,000 chil- 
dren are physically abused in the United 
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havior on the part of parents can be re- 
sponses to stressful situations. Research 
has found that a high proportion of par- 
ents are guilty of abusive and inhumane 
treatment of their children were physical- 
ly and mentally abused themselves. 
Many child abusers can be helped, Many 
troubled abusers are relieved to be found 
out, and they really respond to help, Le- 
al remedies for child abuse range from 
jail to the removal of the abused child 
from the custody of the parent commit- 
ting the crime. I have heard of some cas- 
es where children have been fed raw 
hamburger meat and dog food, This is 
only a mild, yet serious situation that 
some children have faced, 
. [hope you will take into considera- 
tion what I have said and do your part to 
help prevent child abuse. If you know or 
suspect a child is being abused, take ac- 
tion and help that child. 

You should be thankful if you have 
loving parents, A lot of children in our 
country do not have this much needed 
luxury.”

Co-Op Classes Play Budget Game 


by Amanda Williams 

Learning to manage money wisely is 
the goal of the Money Smarts Budget 
Game neine conducted this nine weeks 
in Co-op Class. Ms. Stacy Spears is the 
instructor. 

The class is divided into "families" of 
two people. These two people can be a 
married couple, roommates, or siblings. 
Each group also has a fictitious de- 
pendent person such as a relative or their 
own son or daughter. One person for 
each family is chosen to be the wage 
eamer and the other person is chosen to 
be the financial manager. The families 
are also given a family name and a folder 
with information about the family mem- 
bers and their noun expenses... The 
game is set up for twelve months. At the 
beginning of each month, the family 
draws a salary card to determine how 
much money is made for that month. 
Some months offer a bonus such as win- 
ning a cash eh ize or getting an in- 
come tax refun: e rent or house pay- 
ment, which is paid every month, is 
determined by a certain percentage of 
that month's salary. Payments such as 


insurance and medical expenses are only 
paid on certain assigned months. After 
the salary card is drawn, each family 
tries to budget all of the money they 
made for that month. Payments that 
must be made for that month are put 
down first. The money left is divided 
into the other categories such as a sav- 
ings account or a rainy day fund. When 
the budget for that month is made, each 
family draws an emergency card, The 
emergency card can be anything from a 
dependent breaking a bone to a dog tear- 
ing up a neighbor's flower garden, A 
new budget is then designed for that 
month which includes the emergency ex- 
pense. Once budgets are finished, the 


next step is the monthly focus. The 
monthly focus is a worksheet that dis- 
cusses things such as whether or not to 
move or whether the financial manager 
should get a job. Upon completion of 
the monthly focus, the family moves on 
to the next month. 

The winner of the game is determined 
by which family paid all their expenses 
and had the most money left in savings. 
This game helps students understand that 
there is a degree of uncertainty involved 
in family money management situations. 
Although careful planning is necessary, 
unexpected challenges force people to 
change their plans.

On September 14, 1995, the Coffee 
County Board of Education adopted the 
new Gun Free Schools Act, which was 
recently put into effect. The policy sim- 
ply states that, "Students who are de- 
termined to have been in possession of a 
firearm in a school building or on school 
grounds, or at any other related school 
function, shall be expelled. It also states 
that any weapon that will, is designed to, 
or may be readily converted to expell a 
projectile, by the action of an explosion, 


is also considered contraband, If and 
when a student has been determined to 
have or have had a firearm in his/her 
possession, the principal shall notify the 
parents of the student and law enforce- 
ment personnel.” Each student at NBHS 
has been provided a written form con- 
taining all details of the Gun Free School 
Act.

All over Coffee County farmers 
are very diversified in the types of 
enterprises in which they are in- 
volved.

However, when involved in several 
enterprises a producers has to be 
careful and not let one enterprise en- 
danger the other. This is the case 
when spraying chemicals for one 
crop and then changing chemicals to 
spray on another crop out of the 
same tank. 

Most beef farmers are using very 
excellent products to control weeds 
in pastures. Be sure and always fol- 
low the label directions and read 
your label before you use any pesti- 
cide, but take extra special care 
when you use a restricted use pesti-

If you have used a pasture chemi- 
cal with a non-ionic surfactant to 
control weeds in pastures and then 
sprayed peanuts with the same tank, 
there have been some reported prob- 
lems in the past. Dr. John Everest, 
Weed Scientist, Auburn University, 
talked to me recently and indicated 
in a nearby county last year that 
there was a problem spraying pea- 
nuts with a tank after using a pasture 
herbicide. The farmer that had 
sprayed his pasture had triple rinsed 
the tank using ammonia, soap and 
water and had noticed some wilting 
of his peanuts even after the fourth 
tank of spray. This is not to say that 
all pasture chemicals are a problem. 
However, you must realize that 


many pasture chemicals are very 
toxic to peanuts. There is a possibili- 
ty when you spray any chemical out 
of one tank and clean it and then turn 
around and spray peanuts that you 
may have a problem. 

If you use any chemical not la- 
beled for peanuts and then plan to 
spray peanuts out of the same tank, I 
would recommend that you rinse 
first with water or soap and water. 
Then put a quart of ammonia to each 
25 gallons of water, fill the tank and 
let it sit for 24 hours. Flush the sys- 
tem and flush the tank with plain wa- 
ter one more time. This is the recom- 
mended procedure to rinse chemicals 
from a sprayer. Many labels will 
have some of this same procedure. 
When one spray tank is used to 
spray several different crops, your 
rinsing and cleaning procedure is of 
the utmost importance. Even after 
you follow the rinsing procedure, 
there is always a chance that you 
could still have some of the chemical 
left in the system that would cause 
another crop a problem. If you have 
any further questions concerning 
herbicide management on your farm, 
please feel free to give me a call at 
894-5596.

Give your home a new exterior 


For many people, home improve- 
ment projects such as cleaning, 
planting a garden, or building a 
deck, are all part of springtime.

Kitchen Safety Tips 


The kitchen is a warm and friend- 
ly area filled with the smell of fresh- 
ly baked foods. But the kitchen can 
also be the most dangerous room in 
the house for a curious toddler, espe- 
cially if there are electric cords that 
can be put into the mouth, open out- 
lets within reach, or appliances that 
can be pulled down from the cabinet 
counter, The child who can reach the 
top of a range may be able to spill a 
pan of boiling water over his or her 
body. 


April Gardening Reminders 


In the flower garden, plant early- 
started annuals or bedding plants. 
Pinch them back when 4 to 6 inches 
tall to promote bushy growth. Zinni- 
as, petunias and salvias all benefit 
from pinching. 

Take time now to divide mums 
and dahlias. Also, plant summer 
bulbs such as gladiola, caladiums, 
milk and wine lilies and ginger and 
floriosa lilies. 

Give your bearded iris a feeding 
with an all-purpose garden fertilizer. 
Spray iris for borers. 

Prune spring flowering shrubs af- 
ter they bloom. Fertilize azaleas and 
camellias. 

If you plant tender vegetables 
such as beans, corn, squash, and cu- 
cumbers as seed, plant them now. 
Also in South Alabama, plant heat- 
loving vegetables. 

You can extend your corn harvest 
by planting successive crops when 
ihe previous crop has three to four 
leaves or plant early, mid and lgte 
maturing varieties all at the same 
time. 

When you plant crops such as 
squash or cucumbers in a circle or a 
hill, put a stick upright in the middle 
of the circle and leave it there. Later 
on, you'll know where to water the 
main roots hidden among the vines. 

Set the transplants such as toma- 
toes, peppers and eggplants. Deep 
transplanting is good for tomatoes. 
They can be set so deeply in the 
ground that only a little tuft of leaves 
shows above the surface. Remove all 
leaves that would be under ground 
before planting. New roots will

Courthouse windows cost more than expected

The main topic of discussion at 
Monday’s meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission was windows. 

When the bids for the installation 
of new windows in the Elba Court- 
house were opened, they were higher 
than expected. The lowest bid re- 
ceived was from GenCon Associates 
of Dothan. Their bid was 
$139,200.00. 

Both Lynn Seymore, the architect 
for the project, and Marvin Whee- 
less, representing GenCon, were 
present in Monday’s meeting to dis- 
cuss the matter with commissioners. 

Seymore explained that the win- 
dows specified are of the heavy duty 
commercial insulated type. He also 
noted that the design, number of 
windows - more than 100 - and the 
many different sizes also contributed 
to the high cost. 

Wheeless explained that this type 
window would last longer and be 
more energy efficient. 

GenCon’s bid price to the com- 
mission is good for 30 days. 

In an attempt to lower the cost of 
the project, Stacy Watson, represent- 
ing Watson Glass of Enterprise, was 


invited to the meeting to show com- 
missioners a less expensive window; 
however, during the discussion, no 
actual cost difference was given. 

After looking at the windows and 
hearing from all the parties at the 
meeting, commissioners asked Wat- 
son to prepare an actual cost differ- 
ence in the windows specified and 
the one he displayed at Monday's 
meeting. 

The window replacement project 
will be re-evaluated and possible ac- 
tion taken at the next meeting on 
April 22. 

GenCon agreed to a 10-day exten- 
sion on their submitted bid. 

The committee appointed at the 
last meeting to study and determine 
a date to hold the E-911 referendum 
reported back to the commission. 

Commissioner Wendell Black 
speaking on behalf of the committee, 
recommended that the matter be 
placed on the primary run-off ballot 
to be held on June 24. After a brief 
discussion, the commissioners voted 
unanimously in favor of the recom- 
mendation. 

Should the referendum pass, the 
E-911 system will be_ installed 
county-wide at a cost of 78 cents per 


month to each phone bill in the 
county. 

The county will have 36 months 
from the date of approval to install 
the E-911 system. Collection of the 
additional charge will begin imme- 
diately upon passage by the people. 

However, should the system not 
be installed in the allotted time, the 
monies collected will be refunded to 
the phone customers. . 

Daniel Thicbaud appeared before 
the commissioners to request use of 
the “horse barn” (Coffee County Ag- 
ricultural Center Building #3) for 
team roping practice sessions. 

In his written proposal, he re- 
quested a rental fee of $25 per week 
and a waiver of liability insurance. 
In return for the exception to the 
regular rental fee, he agreed to allow 
4-H Horse Club members to practice 
free of charge 

Thiebaud also stated that he had 
plans of producing a monthly Jack- 
pot Team Roping event on Saturday 
afternoons. For that, he agreed to 
pay $100 per day with a waiver of 
the liability insurance. In return, he 
would give the 4-H Club first oppor- 
tunity to any concessions.
